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DIVISION  OF  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Department  of  English  has  been  separated  into  the  Department 
of  English  and  the  Department  of  Public  Speaking.  The  Department  of 
English,  under  the  direction  of-  Professor  R.  P.  Gray,  will  have  charge 
of  all  courses  in  English  literature,  rhetoric,  composition,  and  journal- 
ism. The  Department  of  Public  Speaking,  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor W.  P.  Daggett,  will  have  charge  of  all  work  in  public  speaking, 
debating,  and  oral   English. 

The  Department  of  Romance  Languages  has  been  separated  into  the 
Department  of  French,  and  the  Department  of  Spanish  and  Italian.  Pro- 
fessor J.  B.  Segall  will  have  charge  of  the  Department  of  French  and 
Professor  A.  P.  Raggio  will  have  charge  of  the  Department  of  Spanish 
and  Italian. 

MAINE  TECHNOLOGY  EXPERIMENT  STATION 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  establishment  of  a  Maine 
Technology  Experiment  Station  was  authorized.  This  station  shall  be 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  President  of  the  University 5  the  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Technology,  and  the  heads  of  the  departments  of 
Chemistry,  Electrical  Engineering,  and  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  a 
member  of  the  Civil  Engineering  Department  appointed  by  the  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Technology.  The  Station  will  carry  on  practical  re- 
search in  engineering  subjects,  making  investigations  for  State  boards 
and  municipal  authorities,  furnish  scientific  information  to  the  indus- 
tries of  the  State,  and  distribute  accurate  scientific  knowledge  to  the 
people.  A  four  page  bulletin  will  be  issued  monthly  during  the  college 
year. 

COMPLETION    OF    BALENTINE    HALL 

The  Legislature  of  1915  made  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  for  the 
completion  of  Balentine  Hall.  On  July  24,  the  building  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  received  and  opened  bids  for  the  work  provided 
for  in  this  appropriation.  Contracts  were  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidders, 
as  follows: —

The  remainder  of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  in  architects'  fees 
and  for  light  fixtures  and  papering.  The  contracts  call  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  building  by  July  I,  1916. 

NORTH   HALL 

\s  the   Sigma   Nu    fraternity   has   planned  to  construct  a  new  home, 
the  house  occupied  by  it  has  been  vacated.     The  University  has  named 
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this  building  North  Hall  and  is  remodeling  it  for  use  as  an  additional 
dormitory  for  women.  It  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening 
of  the  fall  semester.     It  will  accommodate  about  thirty  women. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  HEATING  PLANT 

The  building  of  the  heating  plant  has  been  extended  west  a  distance 
of  twenty-two  feet.  There  has  also  been  constructed  a  .special  fan 
room  in  which  has  been  installed  modern  equipment  for  induced  draft. 
An  additional  150  h.  p.  boiler  has  been  installed.  Three  hundred  feet 
of  tunnel  for  the  heat  pipes  has  been  constructed. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

Mr.  H.  V.  Cranston  of  Newtown  Square,  has  been  selected  as  an 
assistant  in  Public  Speaking  and  Secretary  of  the  Christian  Association. 
He  is  a  man  of  very  extensive  and  successful  experience  in  Christian 
Association  work. 

SUMMER  TERM,  1915 

The  registration  for  the  Summer  Term  was  133,  of  whom  99  were 
men  and  34  women.  Sixty-eight  courses  were  offered  in  10  different 
departments  and  there  were  18  instructors.  This  is  the  first  session  for 
some  years  in  which  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  go  outside  of  our 
own    faculty   for  instructors. 

The  spirit  of  the  Summer  Term  has  been  excellent  and  the  class- 
room work  has  been  of  a  very  high  order.  Of  the  students  registered, 
26  held  collegiate  degrees.  There  were  also  undergraduates  present 
from  Barnard,  Bates,  Bowdoin,  Colby,  Columbia,  Dartmouth,  Maine 
New  Hampshire,  Simmons,  Vermont,  and  Wesleyan. 

Daily  chapel  services  were  held,  at  which  21  brief  addresses  were 
given  by  members  of  the  faculty  and  there  were  ,six  musical  programs. 
Professor  Franklin  T.  Baker  of  Teachers  College,  New  York  City, 
gave  a  lecture  on  English  teaching,  and  Rev.  A.  J.  Torsleff  gave  an 
illustrated  lecture  on  the  work  of  the  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association  of 
Maine.  Assemblies  were  held  in  the  gymnasium  each  Friday  evening, 
and  on  the  evening  of  July  30  a  play,  "let  on  parte  francais"  was  pre- 
sented by  members  of  the  Summer  Term. 

A  baseball  team  was  organized  which  competed  with  several  neighbor- 
ing teams  and  a  series  of  tennis  tournaments  was  carried  out. 

UNIVERSITY  HISTORY  BY  DOCTOR  FERNALD 

The  knowledge  that  Dr.  Fernald  is  preparing  a  history  of  the  Uni- 
versity will  be  hailed  with  delight  by  alumni,  for  he  is  the  one  man  pre- 
eminently fitted  for  the  work. 

Dr.  Fernald's  connection  with  the  University,  as  all  alumni  know, 
began  prior  to  its  opening,  in   1868,   when  he  was  the  first  member  of 
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the  faculty  appointed  and  served  as  Acting  President  until  1871.  He 
remained  as  a  professor  through  President  Allen's  administration,  was 
President  from  1879  until  1893,  returned  in  1896  as  a  professor  ana 
served  until  1908  when  he  retired  as  professor  emeritus.  Of  his  con- 
nection with  the  University  for  the  half  century  of  its  existence,  it 
may  be  aptly  said,  "All  of  which  I  saw  and  a  great  part  of  which  I  was." 

The  volume  will  contain  about  four  hundred  pages.  It  will  be  well 
made  and  well  illustrated.  Dr.  Fernald  has  been  engaged  in  its  prepar- 
ation all  the  year  and  expects  to  complete  it  in  a  few  months  so  as  to 
have  it  published  during   1916. 

There  will  be  some  twenty-odd  chapters,  covering  the  preliminary 
history,  the  opening  years,  the  administrations  of  each  of  the  five 
presidents,  the  faculty  and  other  officers,  the  various  colleges,  the  li- 
brary, the  military  department,  co-education,  the  fraternities,  results 
accomplished,  in  memoriam,  reflections  and  reminiscences,  and  an  ap- 
pendix containing  documents  of   value.

ATHLETICS 

The  baseball  championship  went  to  Colby  with  six  victories,  two  de- 
feats, and  one  tie,  against  Maine's  six  victories  and  three  defeats. 
Bates  won  four,  lost  four,  and  tied  one.  Bowdoin  won  one  and  lost 
eight.  A  schedule  of  three  games  with  each  college  replaced  the  two 
game  schedule  cf  previous  years  and  proved  much  more  satisfactory. 
The  scores  of  the  games  were :  Providence  7,  Maine  2 :  Brown  9, 
Maine  8;  Harvard  5,  Maine  2;  Maine  9,  New  Hampshire  8;  Exeter  20, 
Maine  0;  Lewiston  12,  Maine  6;  Bates  6,  Maine  1;  Maine  10,  Bowdoin 
3 :  Maine  9,  Bowdoin  3 ;  Maine  4,  Bates  3 ;  Maine  2,  Bowdoin  1  ;  Colby 
5,  Maine  3;  Chinese  University  of  Hawaii  8,  Maine  3;  Maine  7,  Bates  5  ; 
Maine  8,  Colby  1.  The  team  was  coached  for  the  second  year  by  John 
Phelan. 

The  record  of  the  track  team  was  excellent.  Bates  was  defeated 
87-39  in  a  dual  meet.  A  dual  meet  scheduled  with  Colby  was  can- 
celled on  account  of  very  heavy  rain.  Maine  again  won  the  State 
meet,  with  60  1-2  points  to  Bowdoin's  32,  Colby's  27,  and  Bates's  5  1-2. 
The  New  England  meet  was  won  by  Dartmouth  with  36  1-3  points; 
Maine  was  second  with  30,  Bowdoin  third  with  20  5-6,  and  Colby 
sixth  with  13.  Had  Rice  been  able  to  compete,  it  is  altogether  probable 
that  Maine  would  have  won  the  meet,  but  he  had  pulled  a  tendon  after 
the  Bates  meet  and  was  unable  to  run  again  during  the  season.  Maine 
was  admitted  to  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  of  America, 
and  scored  nine  points  at  the  Philadelphia  meet,  at  which  Bailey  broke 
the  association  record  in  the  discus  with  a  throw  of  165  ft,  3-4  in. 
A.  N.  Smith  continued  to  coach  the  track  team.  He  is  to  continue  to 
hold  his  position  at  the  University  as  Assistant  in  Physical  Training. 
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COMMENCEMENT. 

The  igrs  Commencement  was  without  doubt  the  most  enjoyable  yet 
held.  More  alumni  were  back  than  ever  before.  In  addition  to  the 
"First  Seven"  reunion — and  the  group  was  extended  to  include  the 
class  of  1879  so  that  it  is  now  the  "First  Eight" — reunions  were  held 
by  the  classes  of  1885,  1890,  1895,  1905,  and  1910,  in  each  case  the  two 
classes  immediately  preceding  and  immediately  following  the  reunion 
classes  being  included  in  the  festivities.  The  "First  Eight"  supper  was 
at  the  Tarratine  Club,  Bangor,  1890  and  1895,  were  at  the  Bangor 
House,  1885  and  1905  at  the  University  Inn,  and  1910  at  the  Commons. 

The  Baccalaureate  address  of  President  Bryan  of  Colgate  and  the 
Commencement  address  by  Hon.  S.  W.  McCall  were  of  a  high  order. 
The  weather  was  such  as  to  permit  holding  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises on  the  campus,  in   the  swale  to  the  north  of  Coburn  Hall. 

The  speeches  at  the  Commencement  dinner  were  particularly  good. 
The  speakers  were:  Rachel  Winship,  1915;  Hon.  S.  W.  McCall ;  Hon. 
C.  F.  Johnson  ;  Hon.  F.  H.  Strickland,  the  recently  appointed  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  Hon.  L.  C.  Southard,  '75  ;  Rev.  G.  L.  Hans- 
corn,  D.  D.,  '85:  Chandler  C.  Harvey,  '90;  Prof.  E.  F.  Ladd,  '84,  of  the 
North  Dakota  Agricultural  College;  Charles  C.  Elwell,  '78,  and  Pro- 
fessor C.   P.  Weston,  '96.     President  Aley  presided. 

The  military  drill,  like  that  of  the  year  before,  was  a  distinct  feature 
The  battalion  was  reviewed  by  Governor  Curtis,  accompanied  by  his 
staff  and  the  executive  council,  after  which  there  was  a  snappy  com- 
petitive company  drill. 

A  feature  not  gliven  on  the  program  mailed  before  Commencement 
was  the  production  'of  "As  You  Like  It"  by  a  cast  of  undergraduate 
women,  and  the  performance  met  with  universal  praise.  "The  Ama- 
zons" was  given  by  the  Maine  Masque. 

Instead  of  the  concert  by  the  men's  musical  clubs  which  had  been 
expected,  a  concert  in  which  the  men's  clubs  and  the  women's  clubs 
joined  was  given. 

The  championship  baseball  game  with  Colby  which  was  scheduled  was 
played  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  in  addition  a  postponed  game  with 
Bates  was  played  on  Monday  afternoon.  As  both  resulted  in  Maine 
victories  the  addition  to  the  usual  program  w^  a  dedided  success. 

The  Alumni  Luncheon  was  attended  by  ?'>out  two  hundred  men  and 
the  Alumnae  Luncheon  by   about  twenty-five  women. 

The  class  of  1915  is  the  largest  yet  gra  luated  from  the  University. 
Bachelors'  degrees  were  conferred  upon  .55  graduates  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  26  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  63  c^f  the  Col- 
lege of  Technology,  and  14  of  the  College  of  Law.  Eigh1^  men  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist.  One  degree  A  is  with- 
held until  after  Commencement  on  account  of  failure  to  have\  thesis 
completed  until  after  the  date  required,  and  six  others  wiill  recs  re  the 
degree  as  of  the  class  if  their  work  is  completed  by  the  close  ol  the 
arrearage   examinations   in    September.      Five    certificates    were   grained 
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in  Home  Economics  and  ten  in  Agriculture.  Masters'  degrees  were 
awarded  two  candidates  and  professional  degrees  to  four.  Degrees  our 
of  course  were  given  to  Ralph  Victor  Fifield  as  of  the  class  of  1905 
ciid  to  Edwin  Reuel  Merrill  as  of  the  class  of  1891.  The  honorary- 
degree  of  L.  H.  D.  was  granted  to  President  E.  B.  Bryan  of  Colgate 
University,  and  that  of  LL.  D.  to  Hon.  Samuel  W.  McCall  and  to  Pro- 
fessor E.  F.  Ladd,  Maine  '84,  of  the  North  Dakota  Agricultural  College. 
The  Class  of  1908  cup  was  awarded  to  the  class  of  1872,  which  had 
present  three  of  its  five  living  members.  The  fraternity  Commence- 
ment cup  was  won  by  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  with  Beta  Theta  Pi  second 
and  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  third. 

GENERAL  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  was  certainly 
the  largest  meeting  for  many  years  if  not  the  largest  ever  held.  As  a 
report  of  the  meeting,  as  well  as.  that  of  the  Alumni  Advisory  Council 
will  appear  either  lin  the  alumni  edition  of  the  Campus  or  the  Alumni 
Bulletin  to  be  -issued  in  the  spring  semester,  it  is  not  given  at  this  time.
